But(O good God 
omnipotent, Ariſtotle hss heathniſh Philoſo- 
phie, very abſurdly teacheth , that all the Or- 
bes, be bodies ſubiect to no corrupris, and that 
they and their motions be etern.ill: and he af 
ſigneth to certame myndes, Intelligentis, or un- 
ler ſtraunge natures and cſſenties, and ſepera- 
ted their ſeuerall and ſinguler motions of the 
ſayd Orbes: And he aſſizneth one Orbe to the 
high Cod, which is moued by him. N hereby be 
maleth allt hoſe eſſentie,s ſeperated, among who 
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thoſe Orbes are diſtributed to bee equall and 
like ſubitaunce:but he alloweth that mynde or 


. eſſence which is the elder : that is, God to bee 


encly ſo much the more excellent then the reſt, 
* Gow much the orbe aſſigned to him, is more 
excellent then the other Orbes. Thut Philoſo- 
phie alſo reacheth , that it is an abſurde thing 


- and againſt reajon , to ſay that any thing eter- 


nall had any beginninget herefure becauſe thoſs 
Orbes be eternal they had no beginning. Likę- 
wiſe, it teacheth that God medleth not under 
the Moone , and that he is not the mar nor 


the creatour of any thing, but onely the mouer 


of the heauen: and it maketh God to be the fi- 


nall cauſe onely of motions , and not of the na- 


ture of ech ſeueral thing neither doth his Phi- 
loſephie teach any agent cauſe of thoſe thinget 


wi Which it affirmeth to be eternall. And by this 


doctrine it muſt needes follow that becauſe the 
world is eternall without beginning & ending, 


and incorruptible, therefore it needeth not thy 


prouidence, either that it ſhould be, or continue, 
nor that it needeth thy helpe . And becauſe it 
hath no ot her efficient cauſe of any ot her but of 
it ſelfe , therefore it needeth none other to pro- 
uide for his being or well being. It alſo teachet h 
that thou O GOD medleſt not under the 
AMoone, but that thou ruleſt under the Moone = 
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onely with a comon influence and uſuall cours 
of ſecond cauſes, though ſome doe vntrucly goe 
about to excuſe this doctrine: in ſaying, that it 
accompteth Nature to be God, or at leaſt Gods 
Vicar or deputie : Which neither needeſt any 
ſuch nor yet haſt any deputie. O moſt mightie 
God, creator of all thinges, ſtrengthen thy peo- 
ple againſt theſe and all ſuc hj dottrines tendin 
to the derogation of thine honour , pas 1” ” | 
mercie and wiſedome : and by reaſon it appea- 
| 


reth that no body of it ſelfe it immortall, be- 
cauſe each body conſiſteth of his partes, there- 
fore it may be diſſolued: but the ſoule of man is 
immortall, and the body is made immortall at 
the laſt reſurrection, b, reaſon of the preſence 
of the ſoule: But Ariſtotle makerh no mention 
of the immortalitie of the ſoule, neither doth he 
attribute any felicitie to it after the death of 
man: Whereby Alexander Aptrodiſienſes 
concludeth, that he denyeth the immortalitis 
of the ſoule: «Alſo reaſon teacheth,that many 
diuers and contrary thinges can not bee ioyned | 
together by themſelues, without the helpe of an 
other and be not brought to one certaine firme, 
vnleſſe they bee united * by the belpe of 
ſome other. The worlde therefore, conſiſting of 
fo many diuers and contrary partes: in which, 
colde, heatt, drincſſe, and mozit ure, are ieyned 
| together, 
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together, and other thinges of contrary natures 
and vertues , doe apree together in one forme. 
Ana the Orbes andcelefbral bodies of contra 
ry motions from the Eaſt to the Meſt, and from 
the Weſt to the Eaſt , and invetrogradation 
and direction, ani ſtationary their motions in 
the Epicycle, in the Auſt. & opoſito angis, 
doe make no diſcorde, but keepe regular or- 
der in all thoſe contrarieties.T herfore we muſt 
| bee compelled to confeſſe, that there was and is 
one that hath coupled, vnited, and wyned toge- 
ther, ſuch and ſo diners contrary things: ot her- 
Wiſe ſach diners and contrary things and mo- 


tions, by their owne ſwing, courſe and monins, 


would bee diſſolued one from an other, vnleſſe 
they were preſerued by ſome others. (an there 
« be a table painted with diners colours and pic- 
tures, or pots of diuers ſorts and faſhions with- 
out a workmaſter?Can any thing that lacketh 
4 gouernour or ruler, be moued by it ſelfe conti- 
nually in a regular or certaine order? There- 
fore , by reaſon it appeareth. that the worlde is 
gouerned and ruled(O Cod) by thy dinine pra- 
 #idence: And thoul O God )that ruleſt all the 
vniuerſill worlde, doeſt alſo gouerne, rule, and 
pronide fer each parte thereof : for he doth no- 
thing well, that neglecteth the leaſt parte of 
that thing.

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Likewiſe, O almightie ed, that beathnifh 
Philoſepber doth teac h, that homo & Sol ge- 
nerãt hominẽ, wbereby(O good God hit m 
needes followe , that 2 _ the Ne Y 
be eternall and infinite. T hough beate noxri- 
ſheth and cheriſheth our bodies, yet for all that 
it is not the cauſe of generation and begetting, 
but thy worde, O mercifull God, ſo commann-

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to almightie God. 
liue of that life, according to their kinde of be- 
ing, and as that life doth breathe power and 
giue power of liuely vertue and ſtrength to the, 
as the thinges be made able to receiue it. For, 
there muſt be Agens before there be Actio: ſo 
in all thinges there is proper being, life and un- 
dert anding or feeling, according to their ſeue- 
rall capacities, which they doe receiue of being 
fe and underſtanding which three be all one: 
that is, of the Father, Sonne, and holy Ghoſt, 
three perſons & one Godꝭ in euery one of which 
three, all theſe three, vx. being life and under- 
ſtanding are, by which all thinges are made. 
For, though certaine thinges be attubuted un- 
to the ſeucrall perſons , to bee proper to each e 
them in diuine thinges : yet it is to bee vnder- 
ſt.anded, to be the mſeperable and agreeing ope- 
ration of the three or Trinitie together : for 
there is but one beginning, and one cauſe of all 
thinges that be:and parte of diuine thinges al- 
Wates its the ſame that is the whole. 
By theſe (O mercifull God ) it may appeare 
how iniurious (and contrary to thine honour 
and glory, m creating of the worlde, and to thy 
pronidence oxer the creatures that thou haſt 
made)is the heathniſh Philoſophy of Ariſtotle, 
Which admitteth nothing, that cannot be de- 
monſt rated. And alſo bow falſely that Phi- 
i | loſophie 
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leſophie make th priuat. on to bee the third be- p; 


ginuvig of all n Unrall tiunges and that it aſs || fi 


ſigneth no Autor nor p- opagater vnto the eſ= 
fences ornatures which u ſauth be eternall:and 
that, that Philaſapiuie will nat allvwc any cauſe 
of their being beides iin ir motion : and that 
ſome tisiiges that bee done are done without 
cauſcræs dewoerartion,ec. From theſe and ſuch 


other blinde and miurious doctrinc taught in 


that Philoſuphie(geod and mercifili God) de- 
hue; thy people and ſeruaumts. Aud (O moſt 
mercifull God ) becauſe the hiatnn:(h Il il 


of Galen, doth depende wppon that heathniſh 


Philoſophie of Ariſtotle,( for where the Pat- 


loſopher endeth, there beginucth the Phiſition) 
therfore is that Phiſicke as falſe and iniuric us 
to thine honor and lory, as is the Philoſophie. 
For, that heathniſh Fhiſicke(O God)doth not 
acrnoWviedge the creation of man, Whereby it 
doth not rieh:ly knowe Why he is Microcoſ- 
mus, or lietle wor ide: which is the cauſe Why 
they neither krowe his di ſe. aſes rightly neither 
prouide medicine for him aptly , nor prepare it 
fitiy, neither miniſter it accordingly . This 


heat hn:ſh Philoſophie and Phiſicke , doth at- 


tribute thy workes(O God)to heate, colde,and 
ſuch cauſes , which it calleth ſalſeiy natural: 
So it teac heth, that natural heate doth cnauge

ceiue by thy diuine worde the power of multi- 
plying, of tranſplantation, the eſſence and pro- 
pertzes:of which, all Philoſopme,Phiſiche,and 
eAlchimie doth conſiſt : Therefore they muſt 
needes erre, both in the cauſe & effects of thiu- 
ges in the great wor ide and in the little World. 
Likgioiſe, becauſe the heathniſh Phileſophie 
dot hh not knowwe out of thy worde, that thou O 
God )haſi made all thin ges in reight, number, 
and meaſure, therefore that Phiſicke doth not 


knowe the cauſe nor care of thoſe deſeaſes that 


bee either originally or in flicted into the inuiſi- 


ble parte of man Anima or Limbus , vor ts 
helpe them: Which error Plato reproued in the

ſtand not, that 
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Greeke Phiſitiòs long ago which Plato taught, 
that Anima curat corpus. And becauſe the 
heat hniſh Philoſophic doth attribute the cauſe 
of thinges to dead qualities, of heate,cold,exc. 
and not to the liuely vertues and powers in 
thinges, therefore that heat hniſh & hiſicke ſee- 
eth by like dead qualities, to cure liuely and 
mech. mnicall Nh wh And becauſe they under- 
t deſc.zſcs doe proccede of the me- 

chanicall ſpirites and tinctures of impure ſee- 
des ioyned to the pure by thy curſe, O iuſt God, 
ther. fore they ſeeke not their medicines in the 
pure ſeedes . And becauſe ( O merc iſull God ) 
the heat hn ſu P hiſicle and the heat hniſh Phi- 
loſophie doth not acknowledge , that it is thy 
power and vertue that bringeth forth all thin- 
ges that growe, and that thy working power 
" | doth preſerue and maintaiue al thinges : and 
that it is thy curing vertue that hiipeth and 


cureth all d ſcæſes, ereefes and mſirmities, by 


ſuch meanes as it plcaſeth thee , or voitizout 
mmneanes therefore they cleaue fliſt to their falſe 
imagined naturall cauſes and meanes of helpe, 
forgetting theerm hereby many of them become 
Atheifts. And becauſe the heit hniſſi Phiſick, 
of Galen, dath not knowe how thou O God) 

aft erdeyned all thinges in vnitie peace and 
Concorde therefore it ſecketh the cure in duali- 


fo almgh tie God, 


tie and contrarietie. To bee ſhort, becauſe (O 
moſt mercifil God)the heathniſh Phiſick dot 
not knoWwe that the pureſt ,beſ}, and medicina- 
ble parte of each thing is in his (enter,therfere 
it neither doth ſcekc, neither haue his fauorers 
learned, nor doe knowe , how to finde th. it pure 
parte, nor to ſeperate the pure from the impure: 
they cannot agef nor make ripe that is ruwe: 
they cannot chaunge ſower into ſweete : they 
cannot mittigate the lothſomneſſe of heates ta- 
ſtes, ſimelles, coagulations, &c, neuther make a- 


nn medicine volatile : For Which cauſe there- 


fore doe they not knowe the power ¶ the me- 
chanicall ſprites , by meanes of thtir ſubtiltie, 
fineſſe, pearcing, and moneableneſſe: neither do 
they knowe the fineſſe and pearcing, by meanes 
of ſeparation of thinges mixt with them: nei- 
ther the ſeparation by meanes of digeſtion and 
circulation:Wherefore,they doe not knowe ho 
the mechanicall ſpirites of defeaſes doe differ 
among them ſelues, and one from an other in 
power pearc ing, moueableneſſe, fineſſe groſneſſe, 
in eaſie or uneaſie reſolution and alteration,and 
ſuch like tokens - whereby they ere ignoraunt 
of the true cauſes of the pangs,fits,and paſſions 
of deſeaſes:and hom and in What maner bodies 
and partes of bodies doe differ one from an o- 


ther, and among themſelues. For ſeedes do dif-

fer in partes of the body: and as the ſeeder doe 
differ: ſo the bodies and partes of the bodies dos 
differ one from an other, and their natures and 
properties ef Which diff erence of the ſeedes cõ- 
meth the difference of the mechanicall ſpirites 
conteyned in them, in Which the giftes and of- 
fices of the ſeedes doe floriſh . Likewiſe, might 
they krow of the fits, panges, and paſſions of de- 
ſeaſes , the difference of the ſeedes, and of the 
fruites of the ſeedes being kuolvne, the ſeedes or 
rootes of deſeaſes are knowne:entn as the Peare 
tree is by the Peare: becauſe the fruites vx. the 
 1panges,fits,paſſions, and maner of the deſeaſes, 
are brought forth hike to the rootes .

Becauſe (O moſt mercifull God) I doe finde 
theſe faultes and ſuch like in the heathn 
Philoſophie and heathniſh Phiſicke,1 do know 
that by the fauorers and followers of that Phi- 
loſophie and Phiſicke,I ſhalbe mocked, laughed 
at, had in deriſion, and my ſayinges and Words 
ſhalbe wreſted,rackzd,writhed, diſmembered. 
pulled from their partes aud turned from their 
right ſence and meaning. And the more un- 
shalfull the aduerſaries be in the true Philoſs- 
phie and Phiſick,and wit hall wilfull,the more 
buſie(O od wil they be to replye with taunts, 
quippes, ſeoffes, and gibes: but ſuch diſerue no 
place nor time of anſwere . Wherefore, O moſt 
Wiſe Cod, author of all Wiſedome, I pray thee 
inſtruct thy people and ſcruaunts in the true 
Philoſophie and Phiſic k: and open the eyes and 
molliſie the hearts of the foliowers of the hea- 
then, that they may ſee and fillowe the 
fame for thine honor & glory, And 
from lying lippes and de- 
ceiptfull tongue, deli- 
uer me O God, 
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What the auncient Phiſicke is. And what 
the phiſicke of the Ethnikes or heathen 
is. And that there is no trueth that is 
" deriued from Chriſt the trueth it

ſinoke,by loꝛce ofthe fire, This auncient and 
true philicke con!:Icth of Pedicines of two 
ſozts. The firſt is Vniuerſalis oz vnarii. The 
ſetond is ternarii oꝛ particularis, Theſe tws 
are founded vpon the Center ok vnitie, con⸗ 
cod and agreemeut, their ſcope and end is to 
'Hing the ſicke perſon to vnitie in himſelfe, 

they doe agree with the rule of Gods woꝛde, 

they depend vpon the fountaine ok trueth. 
The Ethalkes c2 heathen haue ok their own 
bzapnes deuiſed a third kinoe of philicke 0} 
Medicine which is binarii oz vulgaris. This 

is moſt groſſe ond woꝛſt, and is that phiſic ke 
which is moſt commonly vled and moſt ſtout⸗ 
ly mainteined and defended. This philicke is 
founded vpon a contrary Center to the other, 
therekoꝛe a falſe Center, Fo} it tonſiſteth in 
dualitie, diſcoꝛd and contrarietie. It maketi 
warre and not peace in mans bodie. It is not 
founded vpon the rule of Gods woꝛde, but vp⸗ 
on the authoꝛitie of men repꝛobate of God, E 
ſuch as were J dolaters and ignozant of the 
a trueth,

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Cbis map well be called blaſphemie. Herein 
Plato may be ſufficit᷑t witneſſe againſt them, 
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trueth,conliffing onely in God ( whome they 
knewe not) and in his Chzilt che trueth it ſelf, 
whowe Galene the pzince ofthat philicke, in 
his wozkes hath blaſphemed of ſec purpoſe 
and by expꝛeſſe woꝛdes. And cherefoze he and 
the reſt his folowers, were ſeduſed wich the 
ſpirit of contradiction and erroꝛ. et their fo. 
lowers thinke wee doe them great mong in 
ſaying, ſuch haue not layde noꝛ witten che 
trueth. As though Artes and Sciences may 
be pollelled and exerciſed by mans bzapnes 
and inut tions without God that made them, 


ſaping that no man can rightly vnderſtande 
and haue knowledge of things belonging to 
man, if he be ignoꝛant in things parteyning 
to God: and doe not firſf know things diuine. 
Fo) ſeeing Chit is the way by the which we

Foz 
from the Center all things are ſecne at once, 
and alike, Therfoze all perſwading ſpcaches 
aud fapꝛe and plauſible arguments, hauing 
great ſhewe and colour of reaſon, being deri⸗ 
ued out of mans bꝛaines, oꝛ coꝛrupted oꝛ mins 
gled with the leuen of mans inuTtions, ſwars 
uing from Chyilt oz not reſting in him, oz 
leauing nothing oz very litle to him, in whole 
power and geucrnement all things are: from 
whome health and life is deriued, in whom all 
the treaſures of wildome and kn owledge are 
hidde, muſt needes be not onely contule and 
vapne, hut alſo erronious, fooliſh, deccitkull, 
falſe and counterfeit, though they beare nee 
ucr ſo gay titles of Philoſophte, wiledome 02 
phiſicke. Such is the Phtloſophte whereof 
D. Paule giueth vs warning,Col.3. ſaying, 
be ware leſt there be any man that ſpoyle pou 
thzough the tradition of men, accoꝛding to the 
VB. iij. rudiments 
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rudiments of the wozld,and not after Chili: 
fo; in him dwcllcch al the fulneſſe of the God⸗ 
hed bodily. Such Philolophie aud philicke 
hang not together in the chaine afozeſatd,no2 
pet bee illununated from the right Center, 
no} ſeene from the ſame, but be founded vpon 
diuers Centers, whcrcby their Circles doe 
cucone another, oz touch ech other, therckoze 
they doe not conſiſt in vnion, but are contrarp 
to eche other. Such Center is the Center 
of dualitie, contrarictie and diſcoꝛd. The dꝛi⸗ 
ginall thereofi is wozthely called Binari, the 
auchoz of diuerſitie and contrarietie, which 
alwayes makech ſedition and diſcozd, as vni⸗ 
tie is the band of concoꝛd. Fo? concopd is the 
vnion of diuers appetites of thoſe things that 
doc deſire, whereby they be of one minde, 
Therefoze euery thing in the wozlde doth lo 
long indure and abide as long as it is one: 
but it dieth and is diſlolued as ſoone as it ſel⸗ 
ſeth and leaueth to be one. Unquietneſſe be⸗ 
ginneth in things, where Meum & tuum, is 
become to be knowen in them: whereof com⸗ 
meth gricke , which is a ſtuſe o) feeling that 
kan not abide deuilion oꝛ toꝛruption. Wheres 
by it appearcth how deſirous Anima (ubich 
is medium inter corpus & ſpiritum is ot 
vnitit in his body, which bendeth it ſelfe and

O Dalmightiethe creatoꝛ of al 
things, dtd ſet the angels which 
f | be had created fall from vnitte, 

WY) and he made all the wotld to the 
mage and ſunilitude cf vnitte 


goodneſle and pꝛouidence he created Micro- 
coſmum q little woꝛlde, vʒ. man, his terna- 
rium and liſt creature, and ſubſtituted him in 
the place of bis other creatures which were 
caſt out ofheauen. From this one did E od de⸗ 
rine all mankind, And hee did not create the 
woman which Gould bee cowpled to man, as 
he made him but out of him, that al mankind 
ſhould ſpʒing out of one, co the coinmendatien 
ok vnitte and concozd, The wende did perſiſt 
in this vnion, and did obſcrue the naturc of ve 
nitte, vntilt that wꝛttched creature Binartus, 

B.iuj. which 


wherein it did conſiſt. Alſo by his bountifull 


with the perkect ſeedes, and did cleaue faſt to 
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which fell from vnitie, and made a dualitie x 
ctontrarietie, enuying the ſtate of man, that 

perſiſted in vnitie, by captious ſophiſticall 
reaſon did perſwade him to cate ofthe Apple 
fozbidden, whereby he bzake vnitie, and fell 
headlong into diſobedience, dualitie and cone 
tratietie. Then was he ſpopled of perfection, 
and of the health ofhis ſoule and body, and 
purchaſed to himſelfall the filthineſle of vice, 
inſirmitie and ſickneſſe. Allo the Seevdes of 
all things ofthe wozld, which bp vertue of the 
woꝛd of God at the beginning, had receaued 
power of generatiõ and multiplication, were 
perfect and ſound without cozruption, aud 
did perſiſt in vnitie, vntill ſuch tune as by the 
ſaid counſel of Binarius,man fell into diſobe⸗ 
dience and bꝛake vnitie. Ahereupon bp the 
curſe of God impure Seedes were mingled 


them, and doe couer them as a garment : aud 
death wastopned to life. So imperkection 
and inpuritie, is ioyned to puritie, and death 
to lie, ſickneſfe to health, net onelp in man, 
but alſo in all liuing treatures, Hearbes, 
Plants, Pyncrals : and in the fruites of the 
Firmament and aper. By this meanes the 
Mpnerals haue their ruſt and canker, which 
wozke their deſtruction and ende. The vege« 

3 tables, 
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tables, as hearbes , trees and plantes, haue 
their coꝛruptions of diuers ſozts,topned with 
their pure balme & leedes, which in their time 
woꝛk their putrifaction, withering & coſumpe 
tion,accopding to the Science and pꝛopertie 
of their impure ſeedes, beſidesthe alteration 
which they receive by the nature ofthe ſoyle 
wherin they gro we. as map be caſted, felt any 
perceiued, by wheate ſowen in lome g 
which will manifeſtly taſte of Garlicke, and 
be much like in pꝛopertie. And ſome grounde 
will make tranſplantation of one ſeede inte 
an other, as from Mheate to Dꝛake o2 Dares 
nell oz ſuch like. The beaſtes alſo, Cattell 
and ſuch liuing creatures, becauſe they liue 
and be nouriſhed with the vegetables and mi⸗ 
nerall reſolutions, haue like impurities as 
they haue, accoꝛding to the nature ok the ſoyle 
whereupon they feede, © of the water which 
. they winke. As appearcthby the Meade mes 
neert the Niuer Potheus inp Ile of Candie, 
neere the Cittie Cortina, wherein groweth 
ſuch graſſe and hearbcs, that the Cattell 
which be feddcthcrwith will haue no appar ẽt 
Spleene. Some countreps & ſoyle do infett 
the Liuer, others the Lungs, other places, os 
ther parts of the Cattell which be there fed, 
as 9 teacheth, Which a of rt 
ttt 
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Cattellour fozefathers did diligently vewe 
and ſearch befozc they lapde che foundation of 
their houles, townes oꝛ Cities, and that they 
did ofcencimes, becauſe they would knowe 
whether thoſe parts were infected with ſick⸗ 
nelle, with their foode and by the oftrn fight 
ot them, they iudged whether the Cattellf ted 
there were holſome fo2 their victuail and 
foode oz no, And becauſe man recciucth his 
nouriſhment out of all the reſt, therefoze hee 
bath infinite ſoꝛtes and kinds of dilcales, any 
therefoze no other Creature hath ſo many 
" meanes to bing it to ſickneſſe, no2 to his 
death, But the foode and nourichments foz 
mans body, though they haue in chem ming⸗ 
led, vencmous, ſickly oz medicinable pꝛoper⸗ 
ties, yet fo} all that, by reaſon of that mixture 
with their good ſeedes, as long as vnitie and 
conco2dts kept betweene them, they be tem⸗ 
pered, ſeperated, reſolued and expeiled out of 
mans body. But it man doe take them out of 
meaſure , oꝝ ifthe firſt ſtomale, oz the Sto⸗ 
make ofaup part of the body be faultie in at⸗ 
traction, ſeparation, reſolution , digeſtion, di 
ſtributiõ oꝛ expulcid,che ſeedes of diſeaſes do 
then take roote in mans body. And that cuery

dꝛawen medicine which cu helpe diſeaſes by 
him cauſed, and by other meanes alſo, They 
finde in Arſcnicke excellent medicine fo) di⸗ 
ucrs griefes. So Lead hath in it rcmedic fo2 
thole diſcaſes which bee cauſed and bꝛead in 
the Pincrs of Leade. Out of Tartar alſo is 
dꝛawen excellent medicines fo2 thoſe diſcaſca 
which come ofthe Tartar of Wine, and ſo 
foꝛth of othcrg.Therefote all diſeaſcs do pꝛo⸗ 
cecde of their inipure Sccdes, vhicharc in- 
Towed with ſcicuce nd knowledge ofgrues 
N ration 
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ration and tranſplantation oftmpure fruits, 
v3.of licknelle and diſeaſes, accoꝛding and as 
grecable to their gift and ſcience : Which do 
appeare and pꝛoceede into action by ſepara⸗ 
tion, bꝛeache of vnit ie, peace, concoꝛd and a. 
greement, whereby they are inabled to ſtriue 
fon the ſuperiozitie w nature 4 pure ſeedes in 
mans body. Sc eing chere foꝛe v; irlt oꝛiginal 


dx diſcaſes in man did pꝛoceede frõ the bꝛeach 


of vnil ie, there ſoꝛe it muſt needes be that all 
health mut conſiſt only in vnitte. And in and 
by this vnitie health is to be ſought, and not 
in contrarietie, as the Ethnikes doe. 
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Of the vniuerſall Medicine, And how the 
darke ſpeaches of the writers thereof, 
did deceaue couetous men,wherby the 
right vſe of this Phiſicke was not vn- 
derſtoode, but by abuſe! it greweto bee 
deſpiſed. 
ebe krſtof the Medicines afoꝛe⸗ 
I be fapde of ehe auncient Phiſicke 
< 7 which is the vniuerſall Medicine,

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they be, are cured. It is ſo perfect, temperac, 
pure and incojruptible, that it is able to coz- 
rect, amende t ud conſume all coꝛruptions in 
mans bodp, euen as ſire doth conſume the im⸗ 
pure part, and ſeparatcth it from the pure. It 
increaleth the vitall ſpirites, and defendeth 
and pꝛeſerueth the body from cozruption, bee 
cauſe it is ſeparated from all coʒruptible ſub⸗ 
ſtance, from ell qualities ofheace, colde, ec. 
It is not moyſt, could, dꝛie noꝝ hotte, but it is 
AÆthereall, ſeparated from the inferiour Ele- 
ments: and it is of an incoruptible nature in 
reſpect of the bodie from whome it is taken.

ſeper ation. But in ſuch deſeaſcs greeuous 
and decp:ly rooted, oꝭ in places pꝛincipall, oz 
parts where deſeaſes are hard to be remoued, 
uch Purgations doe vexe and copment the 
bowels 


ſeth, And ſome of them affirme that the Urn 
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| bowels(which baue not deſerued it) in vaine, 


without any helpe oz eaſe , becauſe the ſtron⸗ 


ger is not dzawne of the weaker, 


The Chymicall Phiſition knowing, that 
onely the ſupcrficiall and groſſe impurities, 
in primis officinis alimentorum will yeeld 
to Purgations, and be expelled by ſcege and 
ſtoole, therefoze to purge ſpirituall tyncturs 
of deſcaſes, and alſo againſt deſeaſes in plas 
ces farre diſtant from the firſt receptacles of 

our meates, 0} in pjincipall partes ofthe bo⸗ 
die, he vſeth ſpirituall tyncturs foz Purga⸗ 
tions, which doe purge radicitos, within and 
without: that is to ſay, they take away not 
onelp , the ſupcrficiall impuricics by ſetge 


and ſtoole, but alſo the decpc rooted ſpiritual 


culation, either by abſolute andperfect cons 
ſuming of them, without any ſenſible auop⸗ 
ding oz expulſion , oz els by mundifying and 
clenſing of Balſamum, and the Spirites and 
Elementes of man, and renuing of blood, o; 
_ els by diſſoluing, clenſing & ſending alnoad, 
the rooted ſpirituall tyncturs of deſeaſes by 
wine, ſweate and inſenſidle tranſpirations. 
109 The followcrs of the Cthnickes in 
their medicines , credite Recipe of Gallen 


Auicen, and ſuch other, rhough in theſe ** 
e 


tyncturs, of long continuaunce and fine cir- 
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the bodies ok men bee not ſo ſtrong as they 
were in their time. And though deſeaſes in 
nature doe dayly alter, and newe are bꝛedd, 
which were not in their time knowne. And if 
they doe not followe thaſe olde receiptes of 
their Authoꝛs, but make ncwe medicines of 


them ſelues, pet they haue none other ſkill, 


but to trie them, and make their experiment 
vpon men. 

The Chymicall Bhiſition calleth ſuch re⸗ 
ceiptes, decipe, and willeth their followers 
to leaue ſuch recciptes , and to pzoutde that 


the medicine doe agree with the deſeaſes in 


one degree. Foz if it faplc in degree it fapleth 


in cure. And as in manuall operation he wil⸗ 
leth his followers not to woke befoze they 
knowthe nature of the wozke which they in⸗ 
tende. So in miniſtering of medicines, he 


willeththẽ not to minifter,bcfezc they know 


the cauſe and nature of the deſeaſe, and what 


and how much it wanteth of bis pꝛoper na⸗ 
ture, and what and how much it hath gotten 


_ of an other nature. Foz incognita cauſa,a 


caſa procedit cura, to the knowltdge wher⸗ 
of wee ought to come, as the Alkimiſtes doe 
come to the knowledge of the body that is to 


them vnknowne, and not by trying ofthe me⸗

foe it is no marnatle that they inueigh ſo ve» 
bemently againſt this Arte. Foꝛ therein they 
veri de the old ſaying. Ars non habet inimi- 
cum preter ignorãtem. Ft is an vniuſt dea⸗ 
ling foz any man to remoue, hate, and with

Fo? loue and hatred 
ought to pꝛoceed of knowicdge, whether the 
thing deſcrueth to be loued o2 not, and not of 
chaunce, But when a man knoweth not whes 
ther the thing be worthy to be loued oz hated, 
how can he giue a iuſt reaſon of hate thereok, 
eſpecially when the thing wherof he is igno⸗ 
rant may be goed. The refoꝛe it is great rea⸗ 
ſon that a man ſhould knowe what the thing 
ts whereunts it leaneth, and appertayneth, 
befoze he hate it, oꝛ i“ be be ig nqaunt thereof 
then not te hate it, CAhich ok them knoweth 
what wap to beg in to ſcperate the Salt, Sul- 
phur, and Mercury, from Pearbes.

Captapne Gallen, as they doe in the reſt of 
his doctrine, which being demaunded at any

lawe called Lex Aquilia, But as long as the 
vnl kilfull and fluggiſh Phiſitionmay enioy 
that immanitie and freedome, and as long as 
it ſhalbe allowed in the Scholes to be herelie 
and foule ignozaunce ta ſpeake egainſt any 
parcof Ariſtotle, Galen, Auicen, oz other like 
heathens doctrine: as long as the Galeniſts 
may ſhowde themſe lues vnder the Wings 
and pꝛotection of Pꝛinces, Pꝛiuiledges ang 
Charters, the cauſe of the Chimycall Bhiſi-⸗ 
tion muſt needes lye in a deſperate ſkate, And 
no man almoſt ſh.ilbe able to attayne to the 
perfection in true Phiſicke, As long as Sco- 
tus o Thomas Aquinas, and ſuch other were 
ſo pʒiuileged in the ſcholcs, that no interpꝛe⸗ 
tation of Gods woꝛde was allowed, but ſuch 1 
as was bzought out of them, oz agreed with 
them, the cauſe ok true Religion, and ſeruing 
ok God was in deſperate ſtate, and it lay ops 
pꝛeſſed and hidden. And as long as thoſe that 
were noſeled in ſuch puddle, were maintep⸗ 
ned, de ended and pziuiledged by pzinces and 
potentates, it was hard foꝛ trueth to ſhewe his 
face abꝛsade openly. Wherefore if the Chys 
micall doctrine agreeing with Gods woꝛde, 
experience and nature may come into the 


czoles and Cities in ſteade of Ariſtotle, 
F. iii. Gallen, 
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Gallen, and other heathen and their follow ⸗ 
ers. Aud if it were lawlulll and commenda» 
ble fo eucry honeſt ſtudent to labour in the 
VPhiloſophicall ſcarching out ot the tructh, by 
the fire o2 otherwiſe, aud thereby either con, 
firme and make maniteſt the trueth by this 
Arte tought, cather to adde newe things wel 
tried to the old that be good, and thentorciect 
the other vaſtard, adulterat, ſophiſticat ſtuffe, 
and fo tovne woꝛds and deedes together, then 
ſbauld there be no time ſpent in vayne, and 
vain glonous bable and ſophiſticall diſputa⸗ 
tions, without duc triall by laboz and wozke 
of ire, and other requiſite experiments, then 


ſhould it eaſely be ſeen whether Gallen and 


other heathen oz the Chimcits were moll to 
be kolowed and aliowco, And whole wiitings 
aud trauailes were moꝛe auatleable foz mans 
health, either conſeruing oz reſtoꝛing, t who 
ſcekech more papnekullp, kapthfulip, ſincere⸗ 
Iv, charitab y and Chziſtianlike, fo? the cer⸗

7 O R the Authzos, Inuentoꝛs, oꝛi⸗ 
ginall ſucceſſion and pꝛogreſſion 
5 A of this auncient Chimycall Phi⸗ 

E ſicke, whoſe Eudte and vſe doeth 
flowe out of che fountaines of nature, and is 
collected out of the Mathematical, natural, 
and ſupcrnaturall pꝛecepts (as is afoꝛeſaid in 
the beginning hereof ) it is to bee vnderſtan⸗ 
ded, that Adam by diuine reuelation, oz by 
arte giuen to him of God, did fozetell of the 
vniucrſall deſtruction of the wonlde, one by 
water, the other by ſtre. And no doubt he was 
indowed with ſingular knowledge, wiſcdom 
and light ok nature, that aſſoone as he did be⸗ 
hold any beaſt, he by & by did ſo exactly know 
all ä natures, powers, moperties and ver⸗ 
F. uiii. tucs, 
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tues, that he gaue them names, apt, meete and 
agrecable to their natures and properties, 
whereby it appeareth he knewe the natures 
aud gꝛoperties of things better then we,whE 
we haue ſpent all our life time in ſearching 
out their natures, which was a ſinguler gift 
ot God & pleaſed him mightely. The ſonnes 
of Seth which were his Nephewes, recey⸗ 
uing wildome & knowledge trom the hands 
and deliuery of their Auncitozs, lcaſt chat the 
Wathematicals and that knomledge thep 
had ſo learned ſhould periſh with the fludde, 
did erect two Billers, in which they did ns 
graue their learning knowledge and inukti⸗ 
ons, out of the which they that ſhould be pꝛe⸗ 
ſerued from the fluddde, might learne thoſe 
knowlcdges, cunning and Arte, ss Ioſepus 
wiite th in his firſt bocke Chap. 13. of Anti⸗ 
quities, which did ſee one of the Pillers that 
was of ſtone in his time ſtanding in Syria as 
he wiitith, 
Abraham the Pꝛince of faith was boznetn 
that Countcey,whire thoſe Mathematicals 
and other knowledges & learning was thus 
pꝛeſerued, and continued 292. ytres after the 
Flood, in the peare of the wozld 1949. This 
Abraham hauing knowledge in the Mathe- 
* which in his Countrex were pꝛe | 
eee a

; | Ccrued,as is afozeſapd,by the wonderfull har» | 
| monyofthe wozlde did aſcende to the knows 
; | ledge of the one onely God, as ſome ſap. But 
rather, thereby he did ſie and perceiue the ins 
utlible thing es of GOOD, that is, his eternall 
power aud Godhead, by the treation of the 
woꝛld. And he be ing the mightie and renow⸗ 
med father of the elect nation, no doubt was 
a greate Deuine, as hee was excellent in the 
Mathematicalls and other learning. But 
becauſe the Chaldeãs, Meſapotamians and 
Aſſyrians were meued and ſitrrcd againſt 
him, fo Religions ſakc, he lift his Countrep 
and kinffolkes by the Commauuti cment of 
God, and went toſeturnc in the lande of Ca- 
naan . From whence ſhoztly after thaougg 
great Fam ine, he was conſtrayned to goe in 
to A. gipt. He there as Ioſephus witeth,ve- 
clared God to bee the Creatoz of all thinges, 
teaching them the Sciences and Mathema- 
ticalls. By this meanes was the true know- 
ledge of God and of the Mathemaricals and 
Sciences bzought into Ægipt, the which 
knowledges the Bꝛieſtes of Ægipt, ſucceſs 
ſiuelp, did after that pꝛofeſſe. And they had de⸗ 
uided among thein potions of land, by Pha- „ 
roes appcintment, fo their maintenance and 
Kipendc,as appeareth Gene.cap.47. 1 5 
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that Abraham returzed into the land of Ca 
naan, where Godly fathers did ſucceſſiutly 
d ꝑoteſſe theſe Artes and knowledges. After 
this in the ycare of the wozlde 235 5. Moſes |} 
that was lo acceptable vnto God was bone 
in Ægipt, and was learned in all the wiſe⸗ 
dome of the Egiptians, as S. Luke wziteth 
in the Acts ol the Apoſtles Cap, 70. And he 
doth there ſett dow ne go make mention of 


that his learning foz his excellent pꝛaiſe and 

honozs ſake. Sainct Auguſtine ſayth in his 
Booke, de Ciuitate dei lib. 18. cap. 39. that 
the wiledome ofthe r giptians wherem Mo- 
{cs was inſtructed was Altronomy , Geo- 

metry, and Arithmetike, and ſurely it was 
that which bcfozc they had learned of Abra- 
ham. And although ſome ofthe Agiptians, 
as ſome of the Chaldeans did wander and 
ſtray aſide in many fooliſhe vapne and ſuper⸗ 
ſticious ſpeculacions, vct ſome were conten- 
ted, vith the ſimple oꝛder of Mature, pꝛolita⸗ 
ble to be learned and pꝛaiſe woꝛthie, which is 
to bee conſidered and mai ked in the wonder» 
full wozke of God, not onely in the places of 
the Starres, and in ſo goodly and beautifull 
diſtinguiſhed varietie of cht, but alſo in their 
motions. powers, and ſecret offices and ope⸗ 
rations: whereol it is like that Moſes made 
chopce

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chopce , abandoning and fozſaking the other 
ſuperiticious and vapne doctrine, not deſer- 5 
uing the name of wiledome. Atter cheſe liued | 
Hermes,'02 Mercurius Triſmegeſtus iu E- i | 
gipt not long after Moſes: Foz alas p great - Þþ 
Aitronomer {(tucd in Moles his tune, & was by 
grandtather on the mothers ſive to Mercury | 
the great, whole Mephewes ſonne was this 
Hermes Triſmegeitus , as S. Auguſtine 
witteth in his Bovke,de Ciuitate dei lib. 8s. 
Cap. 26. aud lib. 18. Cap. 39. Ju histyme 
ſapcy Saint Auguſtine, in Ægipt the ſtudit 
of Pyploſophie, which did pꝛoiuiſe to teach 
that, whireb- men mig bt be made bleſled oꝛ 
bappie did eber fly fl:2ilþe , This Hermes oz 
Mercurius was called Iriſmegeitus , as 
ſome lap, bccauſc he was the greateſt Phylo* 
ſopher, the greateſt Ring, and the greatelk 
 Pztelf, Bat Guydas ſayth, that he was cal- 
leo Triſmegeſtus, becauſe he held opinion of 
G. d nere agreeable with the right doctrine 
ol the Trinitie. Oe did wittediuers wozkes, 
as one Dialogue in whiche Aſclapeus is 
bzought in to thinke that one onely God is 
the maker of all thinges, and confeſlcth tze 
crrozs of them which founde out the ſuperſti⸗ 
tion of Idols, ę doth pꝛopheſie tn that Booke 
that they ſþall periſhe. And in his Booke = 
dicate 
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dicated ad mentem ſuam, he ſheweth his o⸗ 
pinion of the excellencieok & OD, that it is 
hard to vnderttand what God is, but tovtter 
it, is impoſſible , ił it were poſſible to vnder⸗ 
ſtande it. Fo) u is impoſſible with the body 
to make manikeſt an inc oʒpoꝛall thing, and it 
is not poſſible foꝛ an imperfect thing, to come 
pꝛchend chat is perfect: and it is hard to con» 
kerre that is immoꝛtall with that is tranſito⸗ 
rie. Fo) the one contmucth fo? euer, the other 
paſſeth away: the one is true, the other is ſha⸗ 
dowed vnder apparance. Therefeze looke 
how karr the weaker differeth from the ſtron⸗ 
ger, and 5ᷣ leſſe from the better, ſo much doth 
thc moꝛtall differ from the immoꝛtall and di⸗ 
uine.

and hath derrf>ed the Hearbes. Ind that he 
hath invented , founde out and t1ught with 
numbers oꝛ Arithmetike and Geometrie.

Allo an other Booke intituled, Latro- 
mathematica, that is to ſap, meditations ap⸗ 
plied to Aſtrologie, and diuers fragments

Plato alſo in his Booke, intituled 
Cratilus, ſayth that Apollo is aſmuch to ſay, 
as to waſh, purge, puriſie, and to make cleane, 
which the Phyſicion ought to doe. Duch a 
Pbyſition may well be called Ax A0), as al 
medicins which ſhould conſttme co2ruptions 
and cleanſe chem, ought to be of a fierie ſubs. 
ſtaunce. Fo) nothing doth conſumEwhich 
doth it not by the power ofthe fire contayned 
in it. So that a pure medicine ought to per⸗ 
foꝑme the office ofthe Æthereall ſire, chat is 
to conſume all coꝛruption cauſed by the Ele⸗ 
mentary fire , * els ſayth Plato, he hath his 
name ot co, that is ſimplex ſimple, with 
out their impurities, and ſuch bee all perfect 
medicines of this Arte, but ſo be not the mee 
dicines ofthe Binarii hyſitions. Pindarus 
alſo in Pythiis witeth,that the Egle ſitting 
vpon Tupitersſceptcr (that is in the ſpheare 
ofthe fre) is 1 and quietly bzought a

by equal ſweete andtemperate motion in the 
ſavd lire. By this mcanes doth the Chymical 
Phyſition diſolue,make thinne,clcuate, and 
conucrt natures, and make perfect medic ins: 
It ſhould ſeeme therefoꝛe that the Phyſicke 

of Apollo was exerciſe of the naturall ver⸗ 
tue and power in man like to the *thereall 

tire, oz cls that it was not the grofle Phiſicke 
of the followers ofthe Ethnic ks now in vle, 
but ſome pure medicine like to the æthereall 
fire, oꝛ a verv (imple fine and pure medicine, 
wherof the Binarii Phiſitions haue no ſ kill. 
And then ſurely it was not of his owne inut 
tion oz deuiſe, but he had learned the ſame in 
ſome ther Countries and bought it into 
Greece, and there pꝛactiſed it: wheretoꝛe it 
was atccompted his inuention there, oꝛ els he 
learned it of ſome that had beene in ſome o⸗ 
„ ther Conntries, Foz Euſebius and others do 
| ©  teſtificthar Greece was barren and bare of 
all good Artes and doctrine befoꝛe the tyme 

of Pythagoras, which liued about the pere of 
the wozld 46. And whatſcener good Tears 
ning and knowledge they had, they got it frb 
ether Nations. As P/ thagoras, Plato, and 
ethers did trauaile ove ef Greece, t̃oꝭ to get 
carning and knowledge into Syria, Iudia, 


Agipt, 


and later Phiſicke; 


Egipt. Perſia, and other Nations, which the 
Grecians doe call Barbarians . And ſurely 
if bis Phyſicke was of his owne and not pꝛo⸗ 
ceeding from the Childzen of God, then was 
it not woꝛthie the name oftrue Phylicke: bes 
cauſe as Plato ſayth, he that is ignozant in di⸗ 
uine thinges, cannot haue right vnderſtan⸗ 
ding in nophane learning. As Apollo and 
æſculapius, & all the Grecians at that time 
were without the true knowledge of GOD, 
and were Jdolaters , and both they were bo⸗ 
noꝛed as Gods, and ech ok chem had atemple 
dedicated to him. But it ſhould ſeeme by that 
Plato hath witten, and Plinie alſo, that their 
Phyſicke was altogether Surgery. Mhere⸗ 
vnto Cicero doth ſeeme to cõſent in his third 
Booke de Natura deorum,afſcribing to æſ- 
culapius the firſt inuention of bynding and 
veallng of woundes , Sabellicus alſo & Stra- 
bo, do white that the old Phyſicke was rude, 
and their medicines were ſuch onelp as were 
found out by chaunce, to haue holpen any bo⸗ 
die, and ſuch they did miniſter vnto thole that 
were ſicke of like deſeaſes , ſculapius did 
not meddle with bodies infected with inward 
ſickneſſes, but onely pꝛeſcribed to ſuch a dyet 
about meate and dꝛinke: as one dis to Euri- 
. that was wounded at — ſiege of Troy,

nataus whom Pandar waũded there, bec auſe 
they thought deſcaſes did commonly come 


to man, either by ertcrnall hurtes, as by pic 


king, cutting, oꝛ bꝛuſing, oꝛ els did chaunce 


util oder ot his liuing:thertaʒe they thoughe 
it neceſſary to helpe them that were ſo hurt. 
But they thought as leng as men vſed good 


dyet, exerciſe, end good onder of life, they cds 


tinued in health , and pzolonged their life ac 
taſe. Therefozc Phocilides vſed to ſay, that 


iuely vertue and power of the body mut 


ſayth , that «ſculapius and others were of 
this apinion, that be which would not liue in 
the appointed and accuſtomed rule and ozder 
of life, but by int ontinencie of liuing. did fall 
into deſeaſrs, was not pꝛoſitable fo2 himſelfe 
noꝛ fo2 others, and that the Arte of Phyſicke 
bad nothing to doe unth ſuch, nan ſerued for 
them: and that ſuch ought not to bee cured, 
though they were richer then Midas. And 
that it was againſt reaſon to thinke that men 


of the in warde ſpiritcs, which come through 
delicacy 


and fozme of dyet in his meate and dzinke, 
Surgery, was like vnto that ofthe Chymi⸗

and Podalirius had died vp the blood of his 
woundes with their handes, they did anoynt

Mherby it appeareth,that the maner ol their 


call Surgions, whole maner is with Dples 
and Balmes to pacitie nature, and to keepe

Geſne- 
rus and Andreas Lacuna fo? credit of their 
Phiſicke, ſay that he was deſcended from «(- 
culapius, and that Apollo taught «ſcula- 
pius Phiſicke , which likewiſe did teach his 
lonnes which were called Aſclepiades after 
their father æſculapius, and ſo Phiſicke by 
inhcritance ſucceflinely did deſcende from 
the Parents tothe Childzen vnto Hypocra- 
res, And that it was not lawfull fo2 them to 
communicate the ſame to any man that was 
not bozne of that family oꝛ kinred , thercfoze 
they that were cunning in that arte, were cal⸗ 
led the ſonnes of Philitions, And though his 
anceſtoꝛs c kinred befoze him diddeteinetheir 
arte in their families, & did not cõmunicate 5; 
ſame to others, vet he reduced it into method, 
and did commit it to wꝛiting, that it might be 


toinmon to all men. And therefohe he is ſayde 


to be authoꝛ of method and princeps natura- 
lis medicine, and the firſt that did wiite of 
Pvbiſicke, 
That Hypocrates was deſcended from 
A(culapius , J will not contend , becauſe it 
 Houldſeemehp auncient wiiters to be fo, 02

; ſick which Hypocrateshidlearned, was not 
ſo pꝛecious, no} kept ſo ſecret in one kinred, 
line and family, as we 45 bozne in band, thou 
mult vnderſtand gentle Reader, that Plinie 
in his 29 booke, cap. 1. and Strabo in his 8. 
booke doe vnite, that from the time of æſcu- 
lapius, Phiſicke laye hidden and coucred in 
moſt thicke darkeneſſe, vntill the time of Hy- 
pocrates, which did bꝛyng it to light by this 
meanes. Fo whereas t was the maner and 
faſhion ot thoſe that were cured and deliuered 
from any ſickneſſe, to wiite in the Temple of 
æſculapius which was in Cous, the mancr c 
foꝛme of their remedie, and cure thereok, to 
the ende, that the like diſcaſcs micht be by 
them cured, Hypocrates did wzite out theſe 
Medicins, and out of them began Phiſicke. 
Pere thau ſeeſt, gentle Reader, thet the Phi⸗ 
ſicke of. ſculapius was not know at Cous, 
at the tyme of Hypocrates , but he out ofthe 
experiments of olde wines, men and women 
of the Countrey and Citie, which were not 
kept ſecret, but by cuſtome and vlage were 
witten and faſtened to the wall of Eſcula- | 
pius, his Temple ovenly ts be ſecne, he deri⸗ 
ued his Phiſicke: Me vu ote out thoſe experts 
enſes ok men and women cf all ſoꝛtes, he

afterward he dzewe Aphoziſmes and b1icfe 

Rules of Phiſicke, Bclives this, it hath bene 
ſayd of ſome, that Hypo crates fo enuie that 
he bare to Aeſculapius, did ſet a fire his tem- 
ple, and ſo conſtuned the witings of the aun⸗ 
cient Philitians. And beſides them that bee 
folowers with them, it appearcth by Sudas 
and other wiitcrs , that befoze Hypocrates, 
diuers did waite of hiſicke, though we haue 
not their woꝛks extant among vs, as Demo- 
critus the Sonne of Caliphon, which was 
Aeſculapius his Pyicft, Nichomachus the 
Sonne of Machaon, did wiite ſire bookes of 
phiſicke and one of ÞPhiloſophic, Alſo Hypo- 
crates the firſt of the ſcauen, which Suidas 
ſpeaketh of, did vnite of }Þhifike, Orpheus al. 
ſo did wiite ol hearbes, and ſo did Pithagoras 
and diuers others, whereby it appeareth, that 
Phiſicke was not kept ſo ſecret in one fame⸗ 
ly, but it was at libertie foꝛ euery man to ſee 
their wzitings. But this is true, d they which 
did witte of p right, true auncitt phiſick Chi⸗ 
mical, did wiite darkly and in figuratine kind 
of ſpeaches, to the entent they would only be 
vnderſtoode of the childzen of their Science. 

Andthercfoze they did white filiis ſcientie. 
Ss they which were cunning in that Arte, 
might 
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might well be called the Sonnes of _ ti⸗ 
ons, as is heſoze declared. But to what pur⸗ 
pole ſhauld any man witfe darkely of that 
Phiſicke, which is lo groſſe? whoſe medicins 

be ſo common to olde wiues, and men and 
women ok all ſoꝛts. And why ſhould any man

Medicins, rather then the man oꝛ woman of

That Democritus Abdcrites a Thacian 
did write of this arte, whoſe bookes are 
yet extant,and of his teachers,Scholcrs 
and followers, and of ſome of their 
workes yet extant. 


Emocritus Abderites of Thrk- 
5 cia, was in the tyme of this Hy- 
v! I * pocrates: he was olde whe Hy- 
— — pocrates was young. Anaxago- 
ras and Lacippus wert his teachers, Allo he 
trauayled into Caldea, Aegipt, and Perſia, 
foꝛ to learne their knowing and knowledce, 


De had anotable Scholler called Metrodo- 
14 rus, 


and later phiſicke. 


rus , whole Scholler was Anaxarchus: Me 
di white two Bookes, one called Magnus 
diacoſmus,that ts to ſap,of the goucrument 
and diſtinction ot the nature of — : and 
one other de natura mundi. Me was ſ kilfull 


in all kinde of Phyloſophic naturall, mozall 
Mathematikes, Metaphyſicks, and Logick. 


He alſo did write one excellent woke,intitus 
led, Democritus de Arte Chimica , vel de 
Arte ſacra, ſiue de rebus naturalibus & 
miſticis, intreating ok this Art, in effect like 
vnto that of Hermes Triſmegeſtus afoꝛe⸗ 
ſayd, which is pet extant among vs. Sineſius 
Pelagius, Stephanus, Alexandrinus, any 
Olympiodorus, fower famous Chymiltcs 
and Philoſophers, did wite Commentaries 
and Expoſitions vpon that woke ofhis, Ak⸗ 


ter him of this Arte did witte Blemida Zo- 
ſimus, and Archelaus.

Strabo 
witteth that the Pꝛieſtes of Aegipt, were ſo 
much eſteemed and reucrenced in the olde 


time foꝛ their wiſedome and knowledge, that 


the moſt famous, and beſt Phrloſophers ok 


Greece, did trauayle to them fo learninges 


ſake, They excelled in ſecrete Scyences, 
which 


and later Phiſi li A 
which they called Cabaliſticz , and did com⸗ | 


municate the ſame to others, that were deſi⸗ | 
rous to learnc. All the Piictts of the Xgip- 15 
tians, were IA pittons,as Homer and Plato 
doe teſtilie. Plato himſelf when he trauapled 
to them, wirh his companion Euripides, was g | 
taken with ſickneſſe, and was cured by thoſe 

Hiieſts. The opinion of Plato was this, that 
the Phi tions of Greece, had no knowledge 
no} vnderſtanding of many deſeaſes in mans 
body, becauſe they were altogether and wha⸗

Ariſtotle was in the tyme of Plato, and 


foe Plato vſed to call him a Moyle, whoſe 
ꝛopertie is wbt he hath filled his belly with 
his dams milke, then to kicke at her with his 


he omitted no man whom he did not taunt, 
repꝛoue, oꝛ find fault with: thinking to gaine 
and deriue to him ſelfe ſo much gloꝛy, as he 
had taken krom others, although hee were 
moꝛe high and moꝛe excellent thẽ others, and 
could ſee farther then any man els. Ariſtotle 
contrary to his Maſter Plato, referreth na⸗ 
turall cauſes of effects, onely to certayne E⸗ 
limentall qualities, and ſo vaynly he doth ate 
tribute the power of life to dead thinges, and 
reſteth in ſuch a beginning and ending, in 
which aſcending, by the doubtfull care of na⸗ 


mans mynde is turned from them, which is 
the right way to Atheiſme. But plato vleth 
his aaturall knowledge in deſcent and not in 
aſcent:foꝛ he doth demon ſtrate and ſhewe the 
naturall beginning in deſcent by the diuine

Det theſe ought not to be condemned to haue 


tought this without ſome reaſon, ioyned with 


doctrine, Therefoꝛc the Galeniſts doe very 
pꝛeſumptuoully chalenge to them ſelues on⸗ 
ly the name of Rationales, whoſc foundation 
doch depend vpon a falſe Center of dualitie 


and contrarictie,contraryts the true Center 


of vnitie , and vppon the falſe and vncerteine 
iudgement by the ſuperficiall and outwarde 


-  tafteandſinell ofthings, whereby they take 


vppon them ts iudge of the nature of them, 
leauing the inward and hidden nature ol the

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thing vnſearched, and not reached vnte, they 
ſearch,conſidcratid, and knowledge wherof, 
doech onely make a reaſonable Þhuſition, 
wh: rot they are vnterly ignoꝛant as is — 
ſayd. Therefozc the Chimicall Phiſitions to 
whome this ſearch and knowledge doth ap» 
perteine,onght rather to be called — 
les medici, then their aduerſaries: and their 
philicke ought to bee at counted vapne, falſe, 
and vncerteyne, and not this Gallen follows 
ing Hypocrates 600 yeares as is afozeſaive, 
tooke vpon him to Comment vpon Hypo- 
crates, and contrary to his maſters doctrine, 
ſet downe in his booke, de antiqua medici- 
na, he attributeth yy cauſes ot diſcaſes & their 
cures, to bare dead qualities of heat could, ac 
which be cauſcd and not cauſes. And ſo our 
later Phiſitions, following their Bꝛince and 
Capcaine Gallen that heathen and pꝛofeſſed 
enemy of Chyift, in ſteade of Phiſittons and 
healers oz curers of ſickneſſes and gricfes, 
are become warmers, oz coolers and bathers, 
whcreas Hypocrates teacheth plainly aud 
expꝛeſſely that diſeaſes are not cauſcd noz 
curedby the bare dead qualities of heate and 
cold, ec. but by ſuch things p baue power to 
* wozke, which he calleth Av: auric, herein 
he agreeth with the auncient and true phiſick 
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ofthe Chimicks, which teacheth that diſea« 
13 [cs are cauſed, and all naturall actions are 
perkozmed by liueiy and ſpirituall vapozs and 
is Ellenties, which they call by the name of 
__  Qarres# diuers other names. And that they
